N every active specialist, thoroughly sold to his work 
| and “mixing” always among men, there is discernible 

an enduring suggestion of the boy. While the years 
keep on maturing and ripening the man this quality per- 
sists. Even though the specialist grows to the age of 
furrows and silvered hair, the eyes remain as young as 
in the dawn of life. You hear said of such a man: “He 
never grows old,” and some people wonder why. But the 
answer is plain enough. It is not primarily a matter of 
physical health, for many a man whose brain remains 
young and ardent has had to combat illness and frailness 
all his life. 

Now, whether the youth, debating during school days 
what field of effort he shall follow, will select the right 
road depends upon many things. Once in a while a boy is 
born with a definite sense of his life’s aim, or-so it seems, 
and he starts straight as a crow flies toward that goal 
from the beginning, but this is exceptional. The majority 
of boys seek counsel, and it is deeply important that the 
advice given them shall be sound and helpful. The wrong 
kind of advice has often led to lasting failure, disillusion- 
ment, and despair. 

Graham, of Roselle, New Jersey, working 
daily in Newark over engineering problems, received the 
right kind of advice when he asked a salesman in Chester, 
Pennsylvania, about the selection of a proper Scranton 
course to study.

That is the way he feels about it, and the class of young 
fellows he speaks of will never know their long lives 
through one pale ghost of the thrill which he manages to 
pack into one working day. This thrill is the reward of 
the relentless round of work he has followed since his 
middle ’teens. It is the thrill of accomplishment. It 
carries the assurance of future place and power. For 
Wellington R. Graham, Chief Engineer of Kelland Motor 
Car Company, 58 Elm Street, Newark, New Jersey, is 
already an inventor of recognized prestige in the automo- 
tive world.

PLANS FOR THE WINTER MANEUVERS 


The plans for the Marine Corps part of the Winter 
Maneuvers to be held next month are rapidly rounding 
into shape. At a conference held recently in the Major 
General Commandant’s Office most of the important 
details were discussed and assigned to the various oifi- 
cers under whose departments they came. 

The first installment of Marines will go down on tile 
Henderson immediately after the first of January. 
These will consist of the artillery and the special units, 
such as engineers, signal corps, chemical warfare de- 
tachments, etc. The heavier material will go down on 
the Sirius. When the Henderson has disembarked her 
troops and stores she will return to the States and take 
the Fifth Regiment and Brigade Headquarters on 
buard, after which she will return to the Fleet. If it is 
possible the Henderson will come all the way up the 
Potomac River to Quantico, otherwise men and sup- 
plies will be transported to Newport News for em- 
barkation there. 

The Marines will be used by the Admiral of the Fleet 
in such way as he sees fit in working out the war prob- 
lem, after which they will be disembarked and as- 
sembled on shore for carrying out further Depart- 
mental orders. 

The Marine force of about 3,400 men will be fur- 
nished rations by the Navy. A total of 41,500 men will 
be serving afloat during the maneuvers and the busi- 
ness of feeding these men is no small matter. It has 
beén estimated that there will be about thirteen thou- 
sand tons of provisions consumed during the entire 
time. A few interesting figures which go to make up 
this estimate are as follows: 

Five million pounds of meat, 9,700,000 pounds of 
vegetables, 3,900,000 pounds of flour, 1,900,000 pounds 
of fruit, 1,400,000 pounds of sugar, 500,000 pounds 
of evaporated milk, 463,000 pounds of butter and 
435,000 pounds of coffee, tea and cocoa.
